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Boyne City gets $1 million

BOYNE CITY - Boyne City’s im- 
provement plans are looking brighter 
due to a $1 million federal grant for 
better streets, sewers, water lines, and 
other infrastructure improvements. 
Gov. Jennifer Granholm’s office 
sent a notice of the funding to the city 
on Wednesday, Feb. 22, and both state 
Sen. Jason Allen and Rep. Kevin 


Elsenheimer telephoned city manager 
Michael Cain with the news, and also 
sent letters of support. Mayor Eleanor 
Stackus said she was thankful to the 
state and federal governments and to 
everyone locally who worked on the 
grant request. 

“I'm elated that the city of Boyne 
City was accepted to receive this 
grant,” Stackus said. “It was the ef- 
fort of many Peas that came to-

gether in a team effort to make this 
happen.” 

The city’s $2 million infrastructure 
improvement plans involve the 
streets, sewers, water lines and storm 
sewers. No grant money will be used 
for the city marina, Cain said, 

The $1 million is a matching grant 
- that is, the city must provide another 
$1 million. Cain does not see that as 
a problem, saying funds will come 


from the Main Street, water, sewer 
and roads’ budgets. The Main Street 
Program is part of the city. Its mis- 
sion is to maintain an economically 
viable downtown while preserving 
the historical character. 

The first projects will begin this 
spring and continue following the 
summer season. Boyne City is one of 
19 communities in Michigan to re- 
ceive funds from this round of Com- 
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munity Development Block Grants. 
The 19 communities were chosen out 
of 76 applicants statewide. 

Boyne City is the recipient with the 
highest level of funding out of a total 
of $6.2 million in grants. The next 
highest grant of $934,000 was 
awarded to the city of Belding in Jonia 
county.

§ Corrected lists 
expected by March 31

EAST JORDAN - Schools state- 
wide await corrected employee crimi- 
nal conviction lists from the Michi- 
gan Department of Education, after 
the first lists distributed to the schools 
were found to contain errors. 

Locally, the superintendent of East 
Jordan Public Schools hopes the list 
he receives is correct this time and 


contains more information. 


“The criteria wasn’t broad enough,” 
superintendent Chip Hansen said. 
“Besides the common name, the 
person’s birth date, social security 
number and driver's. license number 
should be checked. 

“If the state would have spent a little 
time. weeding this out, it could have 
saved some people a lot of pain,” he said. 

Three employees from East Jordan 
schools were misidentified on the first 
convicted criminal list. Two had no 
convictions and the third had a misde- 
meanor notincluded in the law passed 
by the state Legislature. 

The school safety law, Public Act 
129-131 and 138 (2005), is to protect 
children from sex offenders, and of- 
fenses listed in the law require regis- 
tration as a sex offender. It became 
effective on Jan. 1. 

Concord Academy Boyneis already 


conducts employee criminal back- , 


ground checks that include finger- 
printing. The approximate $65 cost 
per individual is borne by the school 
and parents. 

“Most people think that charter 
schools have noone checking on them, 
but we’ re double-checked,” said Larry 
Kubovchick, Concord Academy 
Boyne’s principal and superintendent. 
“We’ re checked by the state and by our 
authorizing agent, which in our case is 
Lake Superior State University.” 

The education department expects 
to issue corrected lists to the schools 
by the end of March.

Fun with angels 


How about this scenario: a total stranger tells you 
he is probably going to puke in a minute. You say, 
okay, I will help you, and grab a Zip-Loc bag to catch 
the liquid remains of this guy’s last oral intake. And 
this is your idea of a Saturday night out. You must be 
an EMT - an emergency medical technician. 

Tam an EMT. I am a rusty EMT, I will confess, 
but I can still catch vomit if I need to. I will need a 
little practice to 
get comfortable 
with some ele- 
ments of the trade, 
but some are like 
riding a bike, I 
guess. I am back 
after a two-year 
hiatus, and [ have 
a lot to learn and 
re-learn, but also 
some wonderful 
people to emulate. 

Your life belongs 
to that radio. You 
wear clothes with reflective lettering on them. You 
Jump when the phone rings - on TV. 

Even Neit, who’s been at it full-time for a long 
time now, gets jumpy occasionally. I have seen him 
leap up at 2:30 a.m. and start throwing clothes on 
when he’s not even on duty - evidence of Pavlov- 
ian conditioning to the Station 54 tones. But 
Pavlov’s dog at least got a bite to eat at the ringing 
of the bell, whereas EMTs are running the risk of 
hanging out with a Zip-Loc bag in the back of a 
moving ambulance. Negative reinforcement works, 
too, huh? 

Only that’s the funny thing. It isn’t negative rein- 
forcement. It is positive. 

There is no word in the English language - or any 
other, probably - for the experience of being an EMT. 
The closest I can come - and it is grossly inadequate, 
and probably inappropriate - is “fun.” I remember 
when IJ was a student, riding along as a fourth on the 
back of the ambulance, and we had a patient who 
had “coded.” While the experts did CPR (and an- 
other expert drove the rig like the proverbial break- 
out bat), I was given a plastic contraption that was 
attached to a football-shaped bladder, which I 
squeezed in a breathing rhythm, forcing air into the 
patient’s lungs, since they were no longer working 
on their own. 

My job was to keep forcing gases to exchange at 
the cellular level, keep the brain oxygenated, so that if 
those two working hard on the chest were able to make 
the heart beat on its own again, our patient wouldn’t 
be lost due to lack of oxygen. A pinkish foam creamed 
over the patient’s lips, but that chest rose and fell, and 
I was glad for a job, an important job, that kept me 
from dwelling on the the fact that life was trying to 
depart that weakened body. 

The patient died later, after all, and we left the 
hospital with that knowledge. We didn’t save our 
patient, but we gave it all we had. As we were pull- 
ing out of the parking lot, the paramedic said, “I bet 
you wish you hadn’t been on this call.” And I said, 
with all sincerity, “It was fun,” and then fractions 
of a second later was stunned by the word I had 
chosen. 

Fun? Someone died. Suppose their family knew I 
said the death of their loved one Was “fun”? 

I don’t know a different word. I wanted with all my 
heart for that patient to live. I was glad I had a job that 
helped protect that possibility. I was devastated that 
there was no happy ending. 

But I had done an amazing thing just then. I had 
participated in a mighty fight for life. I had heard the 
paramedic, while performing CPR, shout encourage- 
ment to our patient, “Stay with us! Stay strong! You 
can do this - you got to help us, Sweetheart! Stay 
strong!” 

We didn’t win that battle, but we did everything we 
could, and more, even, because besides the tools and 
equipment and knowledge back there by that cot, there 
was heart. There was a patient who was dying, and 
there were medical professionals who weren’t just 
doing a job, but doing a job with their bodies, their 
hearts, their hands, their heads, and their love. It was 
all there that night - spirit as thick in the air as a re- 
vival meeting. 

It was “fun” in a transcendent, pure, almost holy 
way. 

Mostly it isn’t like that. There is a greater chance of 
making a clean catch of vomitus than there is of wres- 
tling angels. But the angels are there, nonetheless, mak- 
ing Zip-Loc duty worth it. - 
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American Legion News
